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THE A. L. A. “FOUR HUNDRED” 


To become a Sustaining Member of 
the A. L. A. costs one hundred dollars 
a year. That one hundred dollars goes 
directly into the Association’s channels 
for promoting and improving library 
service. But it does more than that. It 
counts as $2,000 (at a capitalized value) 
towards the million dollars which the 
Association must have in order to qual- 
ify for another million. 

The Carnegie Corporation in 1926 
stated that before it could consider the 
voting of a second million dollars for 
endowment, the Association should show 
“the solidity of the foundation upon 
which it rests by effecting a substantial 
increase in its annual income from 
sources other than the Corporation”. 

Because new membership dues are 
accepted at a capitalized value of 20 to 
1 toward the million dollars, a sustaining 
membership at $100 a year is accepted as 
the equivalent of $2000, and a contrib- 


uting membership of $25 a year is equal 
to a gift of $500. 


The Wheeler Plan 


Mr. Harry A. Wheeler, president of 
the Union Trust Company of Chicago 
and one of the A. L. A. Trustees of the 
Endowment Fund, has used these facts 
to create a plan which, if successful, will 
assure the million dollar grant to the 
A. L. A. Mr. Wheeler believes that 
people do not like to contribute to a 
project unless there is reasonable assur- 
ance that enough others will join to carry 
the project to completion. This is par- 
ticularly true, he thinks, of plans which 
are national in scope. People ask, nat- 
urally enough: “What are the other 
cities doing toward this?” 

With this in mind and desirous of 
helping the A. L. A. to reach its goal 
of one million dollars, Mr. Wheeler has 
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suggested a plan based upon the follow- 
ing figures: 

Amount to be secured........... $1,000,000 
Amount already credited to the 


A. L. A. in new memberships at 
a capitalized value of 20 to 1 


(roughly | ee 200,000 


Balance to be secured............ $ 800,000 
How the “400” Will Be Secured 

With Sustaining Memberships accept- 
ed at a capitalized value of $2,000 each, 
it would require, then, approximately 
four hundred of such memberships to 
complete the project. Mr. Wheeler pro- 
poses to secure the necessary member- 
ships in this way : 

1. To establish quotas for the larger 
cities, based somewhat on popula- 
tion statistics. 

2. To enlist the active assistance in 
each of these cities of an influential 
business man who would under- 
take the responsibility of securing 
the quota for that city. (Mr. 
Wheeler was formerly associated 
with the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States and has a wide 
acquaintance with influential peo- 
ple throughout the country. He 
will undertake to secure the active 
cooperation for the A. L. A. of 
some one in each of the cities 
named ). 

3. To secure signatures first to a 
pledge providing that if four hun- 
dred signers are secured, those who 
sign will then redeem their prom- 
ise to become a Sustaining Mem- 
ber at $100 with the understanding 
that by so doing they are complet- 
ing a quota which will mean the 
gift of $1,000,000 to the A. L. A., 
to be devoted to promoting library 
service in America. 

4. When four hundred signers have 
been secured to call on each one to 
redeem his promise. 


Advantage of Plan 
Mr. Wheeler feels that this plan will 
recommend itself to interested persons 


because : 





(a). It guarantees the completion of 
a project in which they are in- 
vesting. In other words, it as- 
sures them that their pledge of 
$100 a year will actually turn a 
much greater sum into library 
channels because of the signed 
promise of all the others whose 
names are attached, and this, Mr. 
Wheeler feels, will be a strong 
“selling point”. 

(b). There will be many to whom the 
plan will recommend itself as an 
interesting gamble. They may 
feel that four hundred signers 
will be hard to secure and conse- 
quently the chances will be small 
of their having to redeem their 
pledges. They will “bet” with 
the A. L. A. that it cannot com- 
plete the project, but, being sub- 
stantial persons, they will make 
good their word if the four hun- 
dred signers are secured. 


Cooperative Pledge 


The pledge which supporters of the 
plan are asked to sign is worded as 
follows : 


“Believing in the importance of books 
and libraries as fundamental agencies for 
popular education, and to assist the 
American Library Association to in- 
crease its resources by one million dol- 
lars for the promotion and extension of 
library service in America, I hereby 
promise to become a Sustaining Member 
of the Association upon the following 
terms. In so doing, I am influenced by 
the statement of the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion, made in 1926, that, before it could 
consider the voting of a second million 
dollars for endowment, the Association 
should show ‘the solidity of the foun- 
dation upon which it rests by effecting 
a substantial increase in its annual in- 
come from sources other than the Cor- 
poration’. 

“1. Four hundred signers are to be 
secured (or the equivalent in 
straight gifts) which will insure 
the completion of the quota of one 
million dollars. 
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“2. No money is to be paid at the 
time of signing. 

When four hundred signers have 
been secured (or the equivalent in 
gifts outright) I promise to re- 
deem my pledge made herewith 
and to join the Association as a 
Sustaining Member at $100 a 
year.” 

With one hundred memberships allot- 
ted to Chicago as the home town of the 
Association, and another one hundred 
memberships allotted to New York be- 
cause of its size and comparative wealth, 
the task for each of the other cities 
named is not large and Mr. Wheeler 
feels confident the plan can be consum- 
mated. Melvin Traylor, president of the 
First National Bank of Chicago, and 
George Woodruff, vice-chairman of the 
National Bank of the Republic of Chi- 
cago, both of whom are A. L. A. Trus-

tees of Endowment Funds, have prom- 
ised to cooperate with Mr. Wheeler in 
securing memberships in this way. 


Need Is Imperative 

Under the Carnegie Corporation ten 
year program of diminishing grants, 
which is familiar to all readers of the 
A. L. A. Bulletin, an increase in the 
annual income of the Association is im- 
perative if its vital projects such as 
library extension, adult education, edu- 
cation for librarianship, reading courses, 
etc., are not to suffer curtailment. 

It does not seem unreasonable to sup- 
pose that there are four hundred people 
throughout the country sufficiently inter- 
ested in library work to give $100 a year 
to it. To belong to the A. L. A. “Four 
Hundred” will mean to have a vital part 
in furthering educational work through 
books and libraries.

INTERNATIONAL LIBRARY 
CONFERENCE 


An international library conference, 
convened by the International Library 
and Bibliographical Committee, which 
was formed in Edinburgh in September, 
1927, will meet in Rome during the first 
week of June, 1929. As the A. L. A. 
conference will be held in the southeast- 
ern part of the United States some time 
before the middle of May, it is probable 
that a special party of American libra- 
rians will sail for the international con- 
ference within a few days after the close 
of the A. L. A. meeting. 

Those interested in the trip abroad

Francis Street, Boston, Mass., at once. 


An expression of opinion on the fol- 
lowing questions by those intending or 
hoping to take the trip would be appre- 
ciated by Mr. Faxon: 

Should the journey be made via New 
York, Cherbourg, and Paris or via New 
York to Naples? 

Would a post-conference trip be wel- 
come? Should it be limited to Switzer- 
land, Belgium, Holland and England or 
should it also include Austria, Germany 
and the Scandinavian countries? 

Is the preference for a four weeks or 
a six weeks tour? 

Should arrangements for ocean travel 
be made for student tourist, or first class 
accommodations or would a one cabin 
boat be preferable? 

The trip will probably be personally 
conducted. Should pre-arranged sight 
seeing trips occupy most of the time 
spent in the various cities visited or 
should the greater part of the time be 
free for individual sight seeing and 
shopping ?
